(UP). 
President de 


I Valera's bill to establish the Irish 
Free State virtually as a republic 
was passed by a vote of 93 to 6 by 
the dail at its second reading. The 
bill eliminates from all domestic 
affairs the influence of the British 
monarch. 


"A vague title is all that is now 


left to the king in the interna- 
tional 
constitution of the Free 


State.'' De Valera said. 


"The king no longer has any in- 


ternal power," the president de- 
clared. 


A bill introduced in the dail by 


DC Valera presented 
a strange 


paradox. 
It may be the first bill 


in any monarchial commonwealth 
enacted without royal assent. Fri- 
day's legislation, taking Ireland 
furt lic-r

from 
the 
British 


empire, abolished the 
office of 


governor general, the king's own 
'eprcscntative.

dail's speaker's signature will give 
force to legislation. 


De Valera's bill calls only for 


recognition of the fact of a change 
in the British dynasty—the abdi- 
cation of Edward, the accession of 
George. 


Deputy O'Sullivan, listening to 


the bill said: "The English succes- 
sion is at last broken!" 


DP Valera assented, adding that 


the Free State would recognize the 
new king "as long as he remains 
the symbol of empire and is recog- 
nized as .such."

Carlos Saavedra Lamas, Argen- 


tine foreign minister, hinted that 
the conference might support the 
Franco-British peace 
efforts in 


Spain. 
He said that President Roose- 


velt, before hia departure from 
Buenos Aires, had spoken to him 
of the convenience of the peace 
conference in making an effort of 
pacifist character toward Spain. 
Lamas added that the Franco- 
British project had arisen since

LAUNCHED BY COUNCIL 


Conference of Labor and In- 


dustrial Leaders Drafts 


a Program.

NEW YORK.—The New

Daily News Friday commented as 
follows on the abdication of King 
Edward VIII:

Will be able io take my 
place toi-thwith without interrup- 
tion oi injury to the life and prog- 
ress of the empire, and he has one 
matchless blessing, enjoyed by so 
many of you and not bestowed to 
me. a happy home with his wife 
and children. 


Comforted by Queen.

The ministers of the crown and in 
particular Mr. Baldwin, the prime 
minister, have always treated in* 
with full consideration. 


There has never been any con-

Ever since I was prince of wales 


and later on, when I occupied the 
throne, 1 have been treated with 
the greatest kindness by all classes 
of the people wherever I have lived 
or journeyed thruout the empire.

It is difficult to give a satisfac- 


ory ans\ser because the itching 
tiay result from one of several 
•auses 
For this reason it is nec- 


•ssary to go somewhat into detail 
Ji order to understand 
why so 


Common a thing as itching of the 
*ars has so many causes 


The sensation of itching in the 


'external auditory canal", the out- 
side passage way to the ear, may 
be due to a local infection or in- 
flammation, or it may be the result 
of some constitutional disturbance. 
In a majority of cases, children 
who suffer from the condition are 
victims of local skin irritations, 
svch as eczema. This may be the 
case in adults 


Has Many Causes 


The itching may result from a 


lack of cleanliness or misplaced ef- 
forts at cleanliness 
Many persons 


are careless about permitting wa- 
ter to enter the ear canal and for- 
get to dry and remove it 
It is 


common knowledge that when the 
skin is in contact with water for 
ary length of time, Inflammation 
and itching follow 


The irritation may result from 


the accumulation of 
"cerumen", 


ear w ax, in the canal 
It may have 


been collecting there over a period 
of months or even years without 
producing symptoms 
But sooner 


or later it is likely to lead to itch- 
ing or eczema, and with the fussing 
to remov e it, it may be followed by 
repeated boils in the canal. 


As I have said, this annoying af- 


fliction may bother adults who suf- 
fer from some constitutional disor- 
der 
It sometimes occurs in such 


general debilitating conditions as 
diabetes Bright s disease and tu- 
berculosis It is sometimes a symp- 
tom met m advanced age 
It re- 


sults too, from changes in the cir- 
culation of the blood. Then again 
it may follow the absorption of 
toxins or poisons from within the 
system 


I have noted that itching, ecze- 


ma and boils of the ear canal are 
more commonly found In women 
than in men 
This may be due to 


insufficient exposure to light, air 


id direct rays of the sun 
It may 


also follow excessive efforts 
at 


cleanliness of the ear canal, which 
result in irritation of the more deli- 
cate skin of women

of air, by the most forcible ex- 
piration. Thus the total or "vital 
capacity" is considerably less than 
a 
gallon. 
But 
after 
one has 


breathed out every bit of air he 
possibly can, there still remains in 
the lungs a good 
quart 
of air. 


That, together 
with the supple- 


mental air that one can breathe 
out after an ordinary expiration, 
makes a reserve supply of more 
than five pints of air to sustain life 
when the natural air supply is cut 
off. 
A small portion of this re- 


serve supply remains trapped in 
the air spaces of the lungs even 
after death from drowning or suf- 
focation and this is sufficient to 
mane the lungs float. 
This gives 


a medicolegal test of importance 
in certain cases; if a newborn in- 
breathed and lived: if the lungs 
will not float, the child was still- 
born and never has breathed.

purpose requires an exactly op- 
posite technique from the 
first. 


You operate at a different end of 
the horse. 


The methods used for 
getting 


the beast going are: Inflation, 
spending, credit expansion, an un- 
balanced budget, seizure and dis- 
tribution 
of corporate 
earnings, 


seizure of big incomes and distri- 
bution of them to the needy, arti- 
ficial stimulations to develop pur- 
chasing power. 


But the generally known method 


of dealiing with a runaway call 
for: 
Deflation, 
contraction 
of 


spending and credit, a balanced 
budget and abstinence from stimu- 
lants. 


If these fundamentals are de- 


sirable, as is now said, you are 
going to see an entirely different 
new deal in the next four years. 


The experts who plan ahead arc 


already discussing what can 
bu 


done. 


The first thing would naturallv 


be to pass around the word that 
the immediate outlook is none too 
good, that prices are going too 
hi;jh and may cause reaction. This 
tends to hold things down. 
It has 


already been .started. 
The new 


deal news writers are beginning 
to speculate 
about 
it. 
Official 


spokesmen are taking it up. 


Next, you can hike the require- 


ments on banks so they will have 
to keep a large amount of cash in 
reserve and cannot lend it out. 
This also has been done, it -will be 
done again next month. 


Then you can move to limit the 


influx of foreign capital into this 
c o u n t r y from war frightened 
Europe, and cut down that stimu- 
lant to ouv markets. Mr. Roose- 
v e l t has talked about this. Steps 
will be taken very soon. 


These preliminary steps are the 


known ones. 
There are others 


which have not been mentioned in 
public. 
Tiiey can move to in- 


crease interest rates thru the fed- 
era! reserve board and treasury 
policy. 
They can enlarge Mor- 


gcntliau's authority ovei the sta- 
bilization fund so he can manipu- 
late it in an anU-inflationery way. 
Tl.oy can buy fewer government 
bonds m the open market and thus 
put out less cash. They can start 
to cut down gradually on govern- 
ment spending, and move toward 
a balancing of the budget 


All these and some other minor 


technical steps have been dis- 
cussed, and 
perhaps these 
will 


eventually be taken. 


A significant thing about them 


is that virtually no new legisla- 
tion would be needed to carry 
them out. A technical amendment 
might have to be adopted by con- 
gress to f'nlarjje Mr. Morgenthnu's 
stabilization powers, and the i .
